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A WORD ТО THE TEACHER 


The new textbooks for English (Learning English series) incorporate a 
‘Jot of graded writing tasks beginning with copying instructions, filling in 
blanks, giving information in single sentences in context, writing a few 
connected sequences of instructions/information and then leading on to 
writing narratives, descriptions, reports, letters, definitions, explanations, 
etc. The reading materials in these lessons expose the students to forms 
of composition expected of students in the tasks that follow. Yet after years 
of exposure to the language, thousands of students at the Madhyamik 
Pariksha are unable to write even simple instructions like these with the 


help of language hints given : 


Enter the ground between 7.30 a.m. and 8 a.m. Study the map and find 
your gate number. Do not congratulate players etc. 


What is responsible for this state of affairs ? The reason for such perfor- 
mance appears to,be obvious. The students have not had enough occasions 
to speak or write. A learner cannot learn to write unless he is taught to 
write and made to write as often as possible. It is the same with the other 
skills. Most of us have hardly had a chance to speak the language in class 
and the result is that we ourselves are not fluent enough in speech. Students 
did not do well in writing in the past, too, but if they were lucky in being 
able tc predict a question and cram, they were able to scribble a few lines. 
Predicting and cramming do not help in the present context. 


In making these observations, we do not have in mind the students who 
do learn the skills in spite of various constraints. 


PURPOSE OF THE WORKBOOK 


This book is not meant to replace the tasks in the textbooks. It is meant 
to supplement the tasks there. We advise teachers to begin using this book 
only from the second term—after the students have gone through a number 
of lessons in Learning English. Secondly, an assignment may be given 
only if the students have already done the function. The students do not 
seem to be aware of the functions dealt with in a textual lesson and do not 
see the link with the grammatical structures. It is vital that they are taught 
to do so. Let them refer to the content page of their textbook everytime 
and tell you what they are learning to do in a specific lesson. Thirdly, the 
task may be done at home during holidays and then corrected with the 
cooperation of the students in class. In many assignments the answers will 
not be very different. These may be read out by some students in class 
and corrected by themselves. Students should also be encouraged to read 
each other’s answers outside class and discuss them. 


tive value/purpose. At this elementary and intermediate stage (the first 
three years of English), the majority of students need to be carefully guided 
in their composition work. Free composition has not been envisaged. To 
produce effective results, we know the learner must be guided into using 
the language he has already learnt. Hence all the composition task in this 
book provide two things for the guidance of the writer : (a) Situations or .

"THE REASON FOR INTRODUCING A COMPOSITE BOOK 


(i) There has been a demand from teachers for a workbook of this kind 
for a long time. Language learning isthe acquisition of skills and only 
through serious practice/use can the skills be acquired. The tasks in this 
book provide both the teacher and the student with materials to write on. 
But it needs to be mentioned again that the writing tasks incorporated in 
the textbooks should be dealt with first. These may be done during the 
vacations or. when they have no other work in English. 


.(ii) This book should enable both the teacher and the student to look 
back on and/or look forward to the kind of composition tasks and grammar 
practice work that should have been done in the previous class(es) and 
those that they would-be doing in the future, іп addition to their present 


‘assignment. In brief, it gives a picture of the writing syllabus, together 


with the grammar practice that goes with it, so that students may practise 
what they need to practise at any time. Besides, since the syllabus for classes 
IX and X is an extension of the syllabi for Classes VI, VII and VIII (as far 
as basic functions are concerned) a large number of students at this stage, 
who will still need guidance and practice, will also profit by doing the tasks 
in this book in their spare time or during holidays. Fairly advanced students 
in classes VIandVII may also move forward if they wish to. ч 


(iii) The book may be shared if two or three children in a family are 
studying at these levels. It will also enable the older one(s) to help the, 
other(s). У 


This book is certainly not meant for very advanced students. This 
five-year course in English (SL) at the Secondary stage now does not call 
for creative or critical writing, except at a very elementary level later. Hence 
such writing has not been included. 


Some practising teachers have already made a survey of the book and 
have given their comments. We now appeal to teachers teaching at these 
levels to let us know whether the book has proved to be useful or not after 
they have used it for a year. Suggestions from them will be much 
appreciated and incorporated in later editions.
